Information Disclosure Statement ' 
The information disclosure statement filed 1/5/04 fails to comply with 37 CFR 
1 .98(a)(1 ), which requires a list of all patents, publications, or other information 
submitted for consideration by the Office. It has been placed in the application file, 
but the information referred to therein has not been considered. 

Drawings 

The drawings are objected to as failing to comply with 37 CFR 1.84(p)(4) 
because reference character "24" has been used to designate both the bottom surface 
[page 6, line 6: Detailed Description] and the interior cavity [page 6, line 8]. Corrected 
drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1 .121(d) are required in reply to the Office 
action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended replacement drawing 
sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate prior version of the 
sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. The replacement sheet(s) should be 
labeled "Replacement Sheet" in the page header (as per 37 CFR 1.84(c)) so as not to 
obstruct any portion of the drawing figures. If the changes are not accepted by the 
examiner, the applicant will be notified and informed of any required corrective action in 
the next Office action. The objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 
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Specification 

The disclosure should be carefully reviewed to ensure that any and all 
grammatical, idiomatic, and spelling or other minor errors are corrected. 

The use of the trademark CHAMPAGNE has been noted in this application. It 
should be capitalized wherever it appears and be accompanied by the generic 
terminology. 

Although the use of trademarks is permissible in patent applications, the 
proprietary nature of the marks should be respected and every effort made to prevent 
their use in any manner that might adversely affect their validity as trademarks. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

Claims 1-3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Tai (US 
2003/0081408). 

Tai discloses an illuminated container [figure 6: 60] comprising a translucent 
housing [note paras. 25 and 29 discloses different embodiments as being translucent] 
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having an inside surface, an outside surface, a top surface and an interior surface and 
an illumination light source [63] located within the shell. The illumination light includes 
red, blue and green LEDs [para. 29] and a controller [printed circuit: para. 29] that varies 
the intensity of the LEDs by turning the diodes on and off. Note: The limitations to the 
wine and ice are not considered to be functional recitations. Tal does not disclose the 
device as containing a bottle of wine and a quantity of ice. However, it would be 
possible for a picture, such as the one claimed, to contain a bottle of wine and ice in 
manner claimed. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the inventbn is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

This application currently names joint inventors. In considering patentability of 

the claims under 35 U.S.C. 103(a), the examiner presumes that the subject matter of 

the various claims was commonly owned at the time any inventions covered therein 

were made absent any evidence to the contrary. Applicant is advised of the obligation 

under 37 CFR 1 .56 to point out the inventor and invention dates of each claim that was 

not commonly owned at the time a later invention was made in order for the examiner to

consider ttie applicability of 35 U.S.C. 103(c) and potential 35 U.S.C. 102(e), (f) or (g) 
prior art under 35 U.S.C. 103(a). 

Claim 4 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Tai in 
view of Jensen (6.793,363). 

Tai does not disclose using a remote control having a keypad to vary the color of 
the illumination light. Jensen, In a similar device, discloses an illuminated wine holder in 
which the lighting may be controlled by remote control [column 3, line 37]. It is well 
known In the art to make remote controls having keypads. Thus, it would have been 
obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made to 
control the color of the illuminating light of the device of Tai using a remote control with 
a keypad. 

Claims 5. 8 and 9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Tai in view of International Application WO 93/00849 [International Application]. 

Tai discloses an illuminated device that may be used to chill wine [note above] 
but does not disclose the claimed method. It is well known to chill wine by placing a 
wine bottle vertically in the interior of a large waterproof container and surrounding the 
wine bottle with ice will result in the wine chilling. The International Application teaches 
illuminating the wine cooler device by activating an internal light source "results in a 
particularly decorative or attractive effect" [pate 3, line 22]. It would be obvious to make 
the light source of different colors to further enhance the Illumination effect. Thus, it 
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would be obvious to use the device of Tai to chill wine in the manner claimed as the first 
two steps are well known and the last step has been taught by the International 
Application. 

Claims 6 and 7 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Tai in view of the International Application above and further in view of Jensen 
(6,793,363). 

Tai does not disclose using a remote control having a keypad to vary the color of 
the illumination light. Jensen, in a similar device, discloses an illuminated wine holder in 
which the lighting may be controlled by remote control [column 3, line 37]. It is well 
known in the art to make remote controls having keypads. Thus, it would have been 
obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made to 
control the color of the illuminating light of the device of Tai using a remote control with 
a keypad. 

The method is inherent over the device of Tai as altered by the teachings of the 
Jensen and the International Application, above
